. SOME FEATURES OF EDUCA- 
" TIONAL REFORM IN CHINA, 

The following ablo and accurate review of 
the position’ of Chinese éducational reform is 
‘from the pen of the Rev. Gilbert Walshe, 
Recording Secretary of the Society for the 
Diffusion of Christian and General Knowledge 
among the Chinese at Shanghai. What he 
says of matters educational and spiritual might 
be said with equal truth and force in regard to 
matters commercial and political, There is no- 
where to be found among the governing class 
any real indication of sincere desire for reform. 
The. vested interests of a class which preys on 
the people in their present state, of subjection 
and ignorance, which lives on and by corrup- 
tion, are not lightly tobe brushed ‘aside by 
Imperial edicts. “Jhe Powers have been 
pleasantly fooled by the metropolitan officials,’ 
anxious to see the last of the foreign troops, 
and the missionary element his been tempor- 
arily concilated, partly from motives of feat, 
partly in pursuance of a deliberate anti-foreign 
policy by those wh look forward ‘to a@ more 
successful Boxer rising in the future, The facts 
stated in this article will throw new.and.much- 
needed light.on sive poaiiian of uffairs fron the 
missionary point of view, There is another 

_ aspect of the religious andseducational ques- 
tion, the layman's, which détibts thé Wisdom 
of inflicting the war of conflicting* doctrines 
upon the’ Chinese people in their present 
condition, but with that I propase to deal at 
another lime. The treaty cluuse drawn by 
Chany Chih-tung gives that sidg of the picture, 
Mr, Walshe’s survey, which was’ wrilten in the

Now thata considerable period has elapsed 
since the promulgation of the Imperial edicts, 
it may be pertinent to inquire whethet’ the 
glowing’ appreciat on which welcomed them 
and the ruseate hopes which.they exerted have 
been to any extent justified hy results, 

It would appear that there isa general im: 
‘pression in England and elsewhere that, China 
has at last cast offtha shackles which bave 
bound her for so many centuries and has 
entered upon the path of “ reform,” at least in 
educational matters, with “full purpose of 
heart” and the deliberate conviction that 
Western knowledge is the one essential for the 
continued existence and‘ultimate. prosperity of 
the Chinese Empire, 

It nay be taken for granted that the Emperor 
js fully convinced of the importance of educa: 
tional reform and desires thatthe bénefits of 
Western enlightenment should be applied to 
his dominions; the Empress Dowager, too, 
judging from the edicts she "has published, is 
‘also of the opinion-that foreign education is not 
without its uses; and itis safe to assume that 
many of the high officials believe that the only 
way to guess the riddle” of the foreigner is to 

plough with his heifer,” and thus recommend 
the acquisition of Western knowledge as a 
means to ati end; but it would be an. entire 

‘ misconception of the whole situation to suppase 
that there is any intention on the part of the 
Chinese to revise their system of education by 
the substitution af Westera for Chinese methods, 
as this article will endeavour to demonstrate, 

With reference to the so-called ‘educa: 
tional reform,” it may be stated that’ there 
is even yet no definite scheme of education 
to act asa basis, The Emperor is his edict, 
decreed that Universities should be estab- 
lished in cach province, colleges in each 
prefecture, and schools in each district; but 

ras the Chinese language makes na distinction 
between singular and plural forms, the local 
officials to4k for granted that one University 
in each province, one college in each prefec- 
ture, and one school in each ‘“*hsien " would be, 
sufficient to meet the cass. ~ How entirely 
inadequute such provision would be may ‘be 
evidenced by the fact that some of the smallest 
“hsiens” or districts contaia no’ less than 
50,000 scholars, so that the one school in such 
a district would require to be of Titanio 
dimensions. And though the nature of the 
schools required was thus roughly outlined 
there was no suggestion as to the curriculum: 
to be adopted, nor any rules as to the manage- 
ment and direction of such schools. Nor-was 
any adequate provision made (or the financial 
maintenance of such institutions, with the 
result that six months after the proclamation 
of the edict, the Emperor complained in the 
strongest terms that little or no notice had 

* been taken of iis Imperial behests, In those 
exceptidnal cases where action was taken, the 
officials endeavoured to evade the imputation 
of laxity by giving new names ‘fo the already 
existing Chinese colleges, calling them 
“Chinese and Western H ills of Learning,” by 
‘employing a small number of Chinese ‘pro- 
fessors for.tha teaching of Chinese literature, 
&c,, and a much smaller number of utterly 
unqualified natives for the teaching of English, 
French, science, &c.—not one of the “faculty” 
having the least idea whether the “English” 
teacher could speak English or the science 
master had ever studied the subject, Being 
unable to settle the question s isfactorily they 
were content if the “Professor” did not de-, 
mand too large a salary;.and, in order to; 


reduce the expenses still further, the number 
of students received was strictly limited, 
Institutions of this character have multiplied 
in all the provinces; in some cases the books 
to be studied have been selected by persons 
evidently ignorant of.their na‘ure and contents, 
the selection being most hopelessly haphazard, 
In a-few instances the professors are well- 
meaning men, though quite unacquainted with 


Western learning 3 but.in a, majority of cases |- 


the "New College "has been made to. supply,, 
berths to a large following of the directors’, 
poor relations. In some of these new instis: 
tutions men of -deterinined conservative 
character have been put in charge, with 
the evident intention of suppressing any effort 
at reform.

tional reform” is thus in a parlous condition 
‘at the present moment, and there appears to 
be little ground for hope that the situation will 
improve. The local officials have not only 
little interest inthe subject, but further regard 
itas an incubus demanding an expenditure ‘of 
funds which they have not at hand, and pro- 
missing little opportunity of the much desider- 
ated “squeeze,” . ; 

Tublic attention has more recently been 
attracted by the new developinents in Shan- 
tung and Shan-si urder the auspices of the 
respective governo.s Yuan Shib-k’ai and Ts'en 
Ch/un-hsuan, and grent hopes have been enter- 
tained that,under.the enlightened régime, more 
particularly of.the former, a new departure: 
would be instituted, especially as a Protestant 
missionary had been invited to act as principal 
of the new University at Tsi-nan, the provincial 
capital. The new principal entered upon his 
duties with high hopes, but, alas, difficulties 
began ,almost immediately to confront him, 
Amongst thgwregulations drawn up by the 
Governor the first was that all scholars admitted 
to the college should be directed by the Prin- 
cipal to worship the Tablet of Confucius on 
‘the ist and s3th of cach manth; an enactment 
which was At ance recognized as aimed at the 
students who had embraced the Christian 
religion, The “ worship” is merely a respect- 
ful recognition of Confucius as the Great 
Teacher of China, und is entirely different from 
the worship of Buddhist and other “ gods” 
where the worshipper has some ulterior object 
in view, some benefit ta bespeak s and, herein 
is the sinister part of the transaction, for the 
framer of the statute knew that’ he could not be 
accused of making an inherently impossible, 
demand, and yet at the same time was per- 
fectly aware that, whén applied to Chris- 
tians, the demand would be by them con- 
sidereds'as impossible. But even if this 
difficulty should be overcome, the regulations 
contain a covert hint that “no Christiar 
need apply” for official ‘honours even in the 
event of his passing throbgh the college; 
for the reverential homage to Confucius an the 
part of the undergraduate. points forward to the 
9 ¢rifice. to Confucius on the part of the gra- 
duate or expectant official, and whatever might 
be said as regaids the harmlessness of the 
homage to Confucius involved in the kowtow, 
the offering up of “ sacrifice tothe manes of the 
sage” is an entirely different matter, for this is 
the highest lorm and expression of worship as 
paid to High Heaven an‘l savours of blasphemy 
when appliedto mortal man, And the difficulty 
haz proved to be not merely a nominal one, for 


a student who refused to dij obeisance to the 
Tablet of Confucius, and as aresult the foreign 
professors have felt compelled to tender (Heir 
resignations, 

Acompromise has been suggested which is 
almost as subtle as the origin | statute viz. 
that Christian students should not be required 
to “worship” Confucius, but that, by neglect- 
ing to do so, they should surrender the 
financial assistance given to the students 
generally, and not be permitted to study the 
Confucian classics—the object of this device 
being to draw a stro.g fine of demarcation

‘opinion -of the new High Commissioner of 
Education, Chang Pe-hsi, is that such services 
are not desirable, In his memorial to the 
Throne he asserts that educational institutions 
in China have hitherto been in the hands of 
priests and discarded Customs officials, and that 
they have proved unproductive of good results. 
That the services of missionaries were desider- 
ated because of the companitively low salaries 
at which they could be commanded, but that 
jin future they should be dispensed with «in 
view of the missionaries! inveterate propagan- 
dism of the “Jesus Religion.” That qualified 
teachers (non-religious) would be found too 
expensive, and that in fyture China would have 
to depend upon Japan for the supply of her 
instructors, as Japanese professors might be 


no religious difficulty, (The dismissal of the 
foreign’ staff of the ‘Tung Wen “College at 
Peking was the natural sequel.) , And he fur- 
ther’ recommen 'a that text-books, &c., should 
be specially prepared by competent translators,

Tho 
bank, we may add, has ample stocks of silver. 
to meet all demands, but this fact, which is 
well knawn, does not seem to make any 
difference with the natives, though there. may 
be something more behind the run than is - 
“apparent on the.surface. The Imperial Bank  — 
authorities state their treasury contains far 
more the dollars than their. whole note issue 
and apart from the annoyance arising out of tho 
forgeries are not at all disconcerted. Tho 
forged notes have no water-mark, whereas the
